My request to print the article in full 


was complied with in the TRANSCRIPT 
of June 14. It appeared on the page de- 
voted to suburban news and under very 
modest headlines, as it deserved. But no 
reference was made either to my letter or 
my request. There are, doubtless, some 
readers, of that paper who are still in the 
dark as to any real reasons for the re-pub- 
lication. 
However that may be my present pur- 


pose is two-fold; it is, first, to object to a 
bit of unfair and dishonest journalism, 
even though it pays. I use those adjec- 
tives advisedly and soberly and with a full 
sense of their meaning. 
And in 
the 
second place I wish to protest against 


and saying that his own church supports 
the Y. M. C. A., Mr. Tebbett's editorially 
says: 


We are very emphatic in believing that 
there ought not to be any place here or 
elsewhere for a Y. M. C. A. and that there 
won Id be no place if the churches were 
alive to their opportunities for serving and 
employing young men. 
We do pot say 
this to criticise, much less to injure the 
association. But we believe with a great 
many others that the' work the associa- 
tion undertakes to do, rightly and proper- 
ly belongs to the churches and should be 
done not independently of them but un- 
der their immediate direction. 
The Y. M. C. A. has adopted denomina- 
tional methods and in most places it is re- 
garded as the ally of the Presbyterian 
churches. It has employed and empha- 
sized their revival system, and has in past 
years rather aimed to "convert" young 
men than to lift them up educationally 
and morally. The Church'in this country 
as elsewhere, stands for law and order; 
and while its employment of the laity in 
moral and religious work is broad and lib- 
eral, it yet insists that whatever is done 
should be under the Church's guidance 
and by her authority. She should foster 
and direct ever good movement, especi- 
ally such as pertain to the spiritual needs 
and developments of men. All this is. of 
course, 
contrary 
to 
the gov- 
ernment of the association vhich is 
surject not 
to 
any ordained min- 
istry, but to a board of bankers, mer- 
chants, manufacturers and other business 
men, who commit its religious and spirit- 
ual work largely to the immediate direc- 
tion of the General Secretary, This 
offi- 


cer to whom this grave responsibility is 
committed is not infrequently a young 
man of twenty, without education, and 
with no experience in the care of souls; 
but with an ambition to make his office a 
stepping-stone to the ministry. 
We have no right to speak to any but 


churchmen on this subject, but we wint 
our position understood as perhaps it has 
not been in the past; We want to be in 
thorough sympathy with every good 
word and work and to help on whatever 
tends towards the betterment of the men 
and women of our town. For this reason 
we are glad to be identified with the Y. 
M. C. A., only we feel that the public care 
of souls should be under the immediate 
authority and direction of the ordained 
ministers of the churches, and that the 
association should confine itself, as an in- 
stitution to moral, educational and benev- 
olent works. We do say, however, that 
where the churches are not doing or can- 
not do their full duty to young men, there 
may be found good reason for the exist- 
ence of a young men's association. But 
we believe it snould keep within the lines 
of which we have spoken.

THE ARTICLE IN FULL. 


Rev. 
Mr. Tebbetts' Views on the Y. 


M. C. A. 


So much comment has, been created by 


the wider publication of an article from 
Rev. Mr. Tehbetts' pen in the St. John's 
Record, that we give the article in full, 
not desiring to put -Mr. Tebbetts in any 
false position before the community. In 
our recent publication of his views some 
sentences were omitted which seemed to 
us unnecessary to the main view ex- 
pressed, and saved our space by omitting. 
The public may now judge from the origi- 
nal article word for word. 


The Young Men's Christian association 


is just now coming to the front, and is 
demanding money as well as attention 
from the citizens of North Adams. It is 
getting both. This fact is strangely at 
variance with the reputation of the town 
for being among the first in the field of 
all good works. Instead of that she is, 
presumably, among the last, if there is 
any truth in the public statement which 
was made at the international meeting of 
the Y. M. C. A. recently held at Spring- 
field, that the general association was fast 
losing ground 
Many of its local socie- 
ties, as e. g., the one at Greenfield, had 
suspended, and many others were likely 
to do so. 
We are recognized as supporters of the 


local association. We have attended and 
taken part in its public meetings. We 
have conducted its services at the rooms. 
The president of the assrciation is a 
churchman, a vestryman and a personal 
friend. Our men have done and are doing 
much ior the support of the institution. 
Therefore we are in a position to have and 
to express an opinion concerning it and 
the field it seeks to cover. 
It was said in New York some years ago 
by Presbyterian ministers and others who 
are reckoned among the friends of the 
association, that it was "sapping the life 
of the churches" by drawing their young 
men away and banding them into a sort of 
independent club. How much truth there 
was or may be in the statement we do not 
know, for we have never been in a posi- 
tion to determine. 
In the two towns 
where our ministry has been chiefly spent, 
the association has been too weak to affect 
the churches one way or the other. 
We are very emphatic in believing that 


there ought not to be any place here, or 
elsewhere, for a Y. M. C. A., and that 
there would be no place if the churches 
were alive to their opportunities for serv- 
ing and employing young men. 
We do 
not say this to criticise, much less to in- 
jure the association. But we believe with 
a great many others that the work the 
association undertakes to do, rightly and 
properly belongs to the churches and 
should be done not independently of them 
but under their immediate direction. 
The Y. M. C. A. originated in the Eng- 


lish Church, and in England has found its 
chief support. 
But tor certain reasons, 
our branch of the Anglican Church has 
never taken any great interest in it. 
In 


methods that are questionable as to their 
morality. 
And it is every Christian 


man's duty to so help other men; but it is 
not always his to play the priest or parson 
nor is it for the Y. M. C. A. to play the 
church. 


We do 833', however, that where the 
churches are not doing or can not do their 
full duty to young men, there may be 
found good reasons for the existence of a 
young men's association. But we believe 
it should keep within the lines of which 
we have spoken. 


Heretofore our local association has 


done little for young men while the 
churches have done and are doing a great 
deal for them. But after it secures a more 
permanent and convenient home, it will 
have setter facilities for showing what it 
can do for the intellectual and the moral 
life of young men. If it makes this its 
distinctive work, it will help the churches 
and the town, and it will receive every 
Christian man's symyathy and support.

Last fall Louis Courtot discovered on his 


place in Zoar evidences of sulphur ore, 
the same as has been taken from the 
Davis mine in Rowe for several years in 
large quantities and at large profit. He at 
once began to investigate and every step 
tanen went to show that his discovery 
was one worthy of serious attention. Mr. 
Courtot had samples of the ore analyzed 
by Charles Vadner, son of Samuel Vadner 
of this town, who has practiced his pro- 
fession as a chemist in the mining regions 
of the west for several years, and who 
found the ore to 
be precisely the 


same 
as 
the 
product 
of 
the 


Davis mine. The only thing to be done 
after that was [to ascertain whether the 
ore came from a vein or a pocket, and in- I 
vestigations in this direction have since 
been in progress with very encouraging 
results. 


Mr. Courtot has enlisted others in the 


enterprise and among those now having 
part therin are E. H. Beer and the Rich 
brothers of this town and a Mr. Bates of 
Gardner. All mining rights on a tract of 
700 acres have been secured and if the in- 
vestigations now in progress result satis- 
factorily a large business will be estab- 
lished in the near future. 


Mr. Vadner was of the opinion that the 


ore comes from the vein tapped by the 
Davis mine and all subsequent investiga- 
tions have tended 
to strengthen this 


theory. The Courtot mine is on the bank 
of Cold river about four miles from the 
Davis mine and one and one-half miles 
from the Fitchburg railroad. 
The road 


from the mine-to the railroad is down 
grade all the way, so the hauling of the 
ore to the cars, in case the mine is ulti- 
mately developed, will be an easy matter. 
The mine is situated a little above the 
Richmond Iron'company's coal kilns and 
is in the township of Charlemont, though 
in the locality known as Zoar. 


E. H. Beer visited the mine yesterday, 


when three blasts were discharged. He 
says a vein of the ore at least two feet 
wide is clearly revealed, with some evi- 
dences of a considerably greater width, 
and he feels very well satisfied indeed 
with the tests. He has explained the sit- 
uation to Mining Engineer Ruttmann of 
New York, with whom he is well ac- 
quainted, and Mr. Ruttmann is satisfied 
that this is an outcropping of the Davis 
mine vein. The ore taken out is exactly 
of the same quality. 


Further tests will be made and if the 


disclosures warrant it a company will be 
formed and operations will be begun on a 
large scale. A New York man tells Mr. 
Beer he will find a quick market for every 
pound of ore that can be produced. The 
mining rights secured include a valuable 
water power on Cold river, which will be 
utilized in case the mine is developed. 


The Davis mine has paid well ever since 


it was opened, some ten or twelve years 
_o or more, and, so far as known, it 
shows no signs of exhaustion. If the 
Courtot mine proves anywhere near as 
valuable as that its discoverer and his as- 
sociates have struck a genuine bonanza.

He Tells Why He Does Not See the Associa- 


tion's Usefulness. 


Rev. John C. Tebbetts, in the St. John's 


Record for June, a local church publica- 
tion of this town, has expressed some very 
fearless and outspoken sentiments in re- 
gard to the Y. M. C. A. The drift of Rev. 
Mr. Tebbett's opinions is that the Y. M. 
C. A. has no place in a community where j 
people are awake to their church duties, 
and, in fact, it is not hard to conclude j 
from Mr. Tebbett's reasoning that he be- ' 
lieves the Y. M. C. A. a detriment to 
church life and work. 


Certainly these opinions have the virtue 


of moral courage, considering the present 
interest taken in Y. M. C. A. work in 
North Adams and the efforts being made 
to secure a new Y. M. C. A. house. Mr. 
Tebbett's views will be read with interest 
by the public, and we accordingly repro- 
duce them here. 


After speaking of the present active 


work of the Y. M. C. A. in North Adams, 


of the Presbyterian 


•ed and empha- 
, and has in past 
years rather aimed to "convert" young 
men than to lift them educationally and 
morally. This is one reason, we presume, 
why the Episcopal Church in America 
has never been a very active sympathizer 
with the Y. M. C. A. Another reason lies 
in the fact that the Church in this coun- 
try, as elsewhere, stands for law and or- 
der; and while in its employment of the 
laity in moral and religious work is broad 
and liberal, it yet insists that whatever is 
done should be under the Church's guid- 
ance and by her authority. 
She should 
foster and direct ever good movement, es- 
pecially such as pertain to the spiritual 
needs and developments of men. 
All of 
this is of coarse contrary to the govern- 
ment of the association which is subject 
not to any ordained ministry, but to a 
board of bankers, merchants, manufactur- 
ers and other bueiness men, who commit 
its religious and spiritual work largely to 
the immediate direction of the General 
Secretary. 
This officer to whom this 
grave responsibility is committed is not 
infrequently a young man of 
twenty, 
without education and with no experi- 
ence in the care of souls; but with an am- 
bition to make his orfice a stepping stone 
to the ministry. 
We have no right to speak to any but 
churchmen on this subject, but we want 
our position understood as perhaps it has 
not been in the past: We want to be in 
thorough sympathy with every good word 
and work a'nd to help on whatever tends 
towards the betterment of the men and 
women of our town. For this reason we 
are g-lad to be identified with the Y. M. C. 
A., only we feel that the public care of 
souls should be under the immediate 
authority and direction of the ordained 
ministers of the churches, and that the 
association should confine itself, as an in- 
stitution, to moral, educational and benev- 
olent works.

THE STATE ROAD WORK. 


The Steam Roller and Six Car Loads of 


Stone Have Come. 


The steam road roller and six car loads 


of broken stone for the state road were 
received Saturday. The cars carrying the 
stone were sidetracked at Blackinton, 
from which point the stone will be hauled 
to the road. 
The excavation from the 


Williamstown line to Greylock is well 
advanced, but the ground must be rolled 
belore the stone is put on. 
The Boston 


Stone company, of which the stone is 
procured, and which also furnishes the 
roller, agrees to furnish stone as fast as it 
shall be needed. Some of the stone will 
be delivered at Greylock station and 
hauled from there. 
The roller was un- 


loaded in this town and was run yesterday 
from the freight yard to Greylock over 
the highway. It weighs fifteen tons and 
the iron bridges at Braytonville and Grey- 
lock held it uplfirmly. las Engineer Geer 
said they would. The work on the state 
roid has now reached a point where it 
will soon begin to show. 


BORROWED THE MONEY. 


The Selectmen Negotiated the Necessary 


Loans for the Town Yesterday. 


At every annual meeting the town au- 


thorizes the selectmen to borrow money 
with which to meet current expenses un- 
til the taxes begin to come in. This was 
done last spring as usual, and in addition 
authority was given to borrow money for 
carrying on the state road work, although 
in the end all that is to be paid by the 
state. The town has to pay the employes 
on the state road weekly, and is reim- 
bursed by the state every thirty days. 
For this purpose ?7,500 was borrowed and 
the sum borrowed to meet the current ex- 
penses of the town was 540.000. The loans 
were obtained of the North Adams and 
Hoosac savings banks. Usually this loan 
has been negotiated considerably earlier 
in the season, but this year the license 
money has been used and with this the 
wheels of the municipal machinery have 
been kept in motion t ill the present time.

There had been no desire on the part of 


the Manitobiin government or. so far as he 
knew, on the part of their followers, to 
rush hurriedly into the discussion of this 
important subject. Some of the separate 
schools advocates had been very much 
afraid of the government pursuing a 
course that governments sometimes pur- 
sue in such caHiS—that was. to take ad- 
vantage of the very strong feeling that ex- 
isted in the province when that remedial 
order from Ottawa wa^ made public and 
ask the views of the people uu the sub- 
ject. 


But the government did not adopt such 


a course, as he was x>f the opinion that 
such a question as this would be destroyed 
outside of a political campaign. He un- 
derstood the Dominion to suy to Mani- 
toba: "You must re-tore the old state of 
things.'' Tills Manitoba could not do. 
Many leading Roman Catholics had stated 
to him that they had no desire to ret urn 
to the school law existing prior to 1S:)0.

WAMIIVGTOX, June IS.—There is reason 


to believe that the United States govern- 
ment will have occasion at no distant day 
to give another interpretation of the Mon- 
roe doctrine as applicable to the acquisi- 
tion, of an island off the coast of Vene- 
zuc* to be nsed by Germany for a naval 
station. The attention of the officials re- 
cently has been directed to the interests of 
Germany in that locality, and there IK ap- 
prehension that the subject may assume 
quite as formidable an aspect as that of 
British aggression on Venezuelan soil.

The circumstances are such as to lead to 


the belief that the United States will be 
called upon again to define to what extent 
the acquisition of territory by foreign 
powers on South American soil is com- 
patible with tliu Monroe doctrine. Great 
Britain already possesses an island at the 
mouth of the Orinoco, oa which a power- 
ful naval station has been established. 
There are two other islands nearby owned 
by Venezuela, either of which would be 
well adapted to Germany's needs. There 
is another la'.'ge island farther up the 
coast, but it constitutes a province of 
Venezuela,, and its people haie such in- 
tense loyaltv to Venezuela, that they have 
been nanu d New Hparur.-. ' Th -y un- 
doubtedly would re-ist any ^ei'.ir.itien. 
even if Vene/nela assented to it. 


St nor Antlr.ale. the Vcn-zuel in minis- 


ter here, when asked as lo Germany's pur- 
pose, said he had not been informed of any 
intention to acquire one of the Venezuelan 
islands for a naval slat ion. although he 
was acquainted with the investment of 
German capital in the railroad and the 
guarantee giving by the Venezuelan gov- 
ernment. The information reaching the 
authorities here, however, has come from 
other sources. It is believed that the new 
United States minister to Venezuela, Mr. 
Thomas, who just left for his post, is fully 
conversant with the German phase of the 
subject. It is understood also that the 
new German ambassador, who is soon to 
arrive, is likely to have a full understand- 
ing of Germany's desires concerning Ven- 
ezuela.
